JUSTICE FOR THE VICTIMS OF CAPITALIST DTOUSTRY! 


TEXT OF THE SUGGESTIOR TO THE WISCORSIR STATE FEIMSRATIOR OF LABOR ET COMRADE CHAS. V. SCHMIDT

!n the natofal coarse of industrial evolution, the primitive 
hiind tooU of production have Rradu.Ylly disappeared, and tlie 
inachire, %\ith all its atttcndaiit dangers to life and limb, has taken 
their place. 

.•\» ili« machine is an instrument of progress and a prime fac* 
ti>r in any «s>-‘s«cm of production, l>c it capitalistic or socialiHtk, and ’ 
as it is the natural dotiny of man to progreu and, being driven 
by the iron law of necc<^sity to nac the machine, he cannot and will 
not di<^pcnse with this modern tool of production, in spite of all 
the dangerw connected with its u>c. 

^ No one will ditsputc the fart that more lives are sacrificed 
annually hy the tt«>c^f machiner>’ than through actual warfare. 

The MiiArry, Miflferiiig and hardship entailed by such accidents 
upon indfvidoals and their families can hardly be conceived, and 
even ihc fact *ha: 'lu accident wat unavoidable and could not have 
been lorcsrcn will afford no consolation, nor restore to life the 
form of a loved one; the result is the same and usually those 
Ica-st able to bear it are afflicted. 

It i« the lir^t duty of society to safeguard the lives of all its 
members as far as possible, and, secondly, to proin<»tc their com¬ 
fort, welfare and progress. As society shares the benefits arising 
out oi the use of this modern t(K»l of production, it is not fair or 
just that a minor portion shonld bear all tbe burdens, hnaocial and 
otherwise, caused by accidents. 

Any one .Huffenng directly or indirectly by reason of an acci¬ 
dent in any imluftry should be entitled to compensation to the 
fullest extent—not as charity, but as a right; nut in Hie shape of 
wages during disability, but restitution for the injury inflicted. Tlie 
Tnea«ure of damages should be an amount commensurate with the 
handicapHn the struggle for existence and livelihood caused by the 
accident. 

Under our present system, some owners of machinery pro¬ 
cure ixilictes in sonic employers’ ItahilUy insurance company, but 
this i* not done in the interest of or for the protection of the wage¬ 
worker and his family. b*:t as a protection to themselves, to evade 
responsibility, by hook or crook, for accidents occurring in their 
pi^ntr*. These companies •■taml between die employer and hi* em¬ 
ployes; their attorneys will light to the end an> attempt on part 
of the employes to -make the corporation responsible for damages 
resulting from an accident. • 

In some cases, as a condition to securing employment, the 
parents or guardians of minor children are compelled to sign agree¬ 
ments which absolve tlit. corporations from all liability or respon¬ 
sibility for accidents that might occur to their children or wards^r. 

Some large corporations employ doctors by the year, not only 
to fuinish medical services in cases of accident, but lu procure 
from the injured statements in writing absuhnng the corporations 
from all responsibility. 

.And, then again, attorneys arc cngageil by the year to fight 
attempts to collect damages for injuries sustained, even if the 
claims are just ones, and by protracted litigation weary the claim¬ 
ants either into dropping suits or accepting pittaoct* in scttlc- 
m«nt. These corporations can stand litigation, but the' injured 
party, as a rule, has no means to engage in a long-drawn-out legal 
battle for his rights. 

We must not for one moment suppose that the owners of 
machinery shoulder the expense of c./iying employers' liability 
inttiraiice, or, if they do .not carry it the expense involved in the 
settlement of claims for damages resulting through accidents. 
These expenses are always shifted and added to the cost of produc¬ 
tion, so that the consumer ultimately pays these, as wcU as all tbe 
other expenses of production 


While there are a great many employers who would try to 
shirk even their legal responsibility, there are tone who fed not 
only a legal but a moral obligation toward those uhu suffer by 
reason of accidents in their factories; but. at a generality, busi¬ 
ness is done for profit and not for humanity's sake, or upon 
humane principles. I will give two illustrations: 

First—A boy of i6 years lost his right hand ihi'-ugh his own 
carelesisncss His employers were informed that they could not 
be legally held for damages. They, however, paid hu* wages and 
medical attendance during treatment, and set aside a fund of over 
$j.ooo to give him an education so that he could, in a measure, 
overcome the handicap resulting from the accident. 

^cond—A young man jf at years lost his hfe by being 
caught in the sHaiting of a machine. The shock of the news of 
tliis terriWe accident hurried his mother to.a premature grave, and 
she died six months afterward. His father was oflferri! the niuniti- 
cent sum of $150 m settlement, which he refused. He made a 
counter proposition of $500, which was rejected, and he \\us advised 
to go to law if not satiklicd. 

Any reasonable minded employer ought to be willmc to make 
reparation, as far as possible, for the harm inflicted on any member 
ot society while engaged in employment which is a menace to life 
and limb, for, as 1 have shown, the expense will ultimately fall on 
the consumer—and any employer not willing to do that which if 
only h s duty should be compelled to do so. 

In ordet that restitution may be made, af far a* pi*Asible, to 
the individual or his family, for harm done hy accident. I propose 
that an accident fund be created by the stale of i-i - n-in; this 
fund to be raised by taxation levied on all industries wliich menace 
the life or limb of any member of society, each line of mdustry to 
be assessed at a rate which will fully cover the losses rt’-ulimg an¬ 
nually in that particular line of industry. Rating tach line of in¬ 
dustry separately is made necessary by the fact that the dangers 
in some line* of industry are greater than in others, and each line 
ought to pay the rate needed to make upjhe losses ronlting fr<*m 
the pursuit of that particular line of business. 

The liability of each line of industry should be driinmiud by 
statistics gathered hy the Bureau of l-tbor and Industrial 
Statistics, or from any other reliable sourer, covering a suitable 
period of lime and showing the number and nature - f accidents 
that occurred in each line of indu!<lry. The legislature can then

‘‘We have at jirescnt in the Ger¬ 
man Metal Workers the largest la¬ 
bor organization of the world. Ac¬ 
cording to the recent report for the 
past year, there belonged to this 
union at the close of iyo6 not less 
than 335.075 members, of which I 
15,000 were women. Ihiring the 
pa.st year alone the mcmbershii) lia.s 
increased by 75.383. I>uriiig the 
last four years the increase lias been 
more tlian 306,000. With one or 
two exceptions every branch of the 
metal-working industry is repre¬ 
sented in the organization. 

During the past year the union 
has collected funds to the amount of 
7,900,000 marks ($1,880,200). 
Various forms of support are pro¬ 
vided for needy members—in sick¬ 
ness, when out of work, during 
strikes, for journeys, and when 
moving to a new field of employ¬ 
ment; also contributions in special 
cases of iteed are pruvidml fur, as 
welt as payment of funeral ex¬ 
penses. Furthermore, members 
arc guaranteed legal protection. 
•Altogether, 4,800,000 marks ($1,- 
i42,;oo) was paid out of the cen¬ 
tral treasury for these purposes, in 
addition to what was paid out of 
local treasuries in special cases of 
support. 

Due to the large number of 
strikes, the amount going to strik¬ 
ers during the past year was larn. 
In additm to 2,800,000 manes 
($666,400) contributed by the cen- 
trU treaaufv, more than 7004x10 
marks ($166,600) was paid by the 
locals,' amounting in >ail to more 
than 3,5004X» marks <$833,000) 
expended to maintain strikes. In 
spite of this outlay, however, the 
resources of the union increased 
during the past year from a,soo4XX> 
marks ($S954KX>) to 2,600,000 
marks ($618380). Nor has the 
gfosrth of the organization ceased, 
but in every week has a remarkable 
increase in membership.

Further, foe records of no local 
union show that Everitt ever was 
a member, or that he organized a 
union; nnti! recently, no one ever 
saw a tcembership card in his name, 
and that eras signed by an ex-treas¬ 
urer—no secretary ever issued, or 
recorded one. Bulletins puMished 
by the U. S. Department of Agrt- 
ctotuK show the extent of adolt^- 
tion of seeds. J. A. Everitt. Indian- 
apolb, Ind.. is listed as having sold 
pure No. I Kentucky blue grass 
seed omtaining 53 per cent of 
adulteration. No. l alfalfa with 43 
per cent bad seeds. WaybtlU and

However, Everitt is 
in trouble with the Allied Printing 
Trades Council for refusing to 
recognize die mailers' union, choos¬ 
ing rather to empk>y children in 
tiuit dejiarliiicnt. 

The convemion adopted resolu¬ 
tions from tlic committee on co¬ 
operation with trades unions en¬ 
dorsing and recommending the pa¬ 
tronage of all bona fide union 
labeb. At one time the hall was 
clearcil of all non label printed mat¬ 
ter. Resolutions were also passed 
instrneting the secretaries of all lo¬ 
cal unions to at once call upon their 
local merchants anil demand that 
they keep on hand suptdies of union 
labeled goods, and they arc to re¬ 
port to headquartera on the success 
of their efforts. At the request of 
Chicago Allied Printing Trades 
Council, through Chicago Federa¬ 
tion of Tabor, Montgomery Ward 
& Co., the greatest and worst mail 
order house in tlic world, was 
placed on the unfair Ibt and the 
board instructed to notify all local 


until it had made settlement with 
organized labor. It is now made a 
oonstitutional duty on part of all 
locaL county, slate, department and 
national office to tee that the I. T. 
U. labet appeara on all printed mat¬ 
ter, and a raaoiutioa forbids the 
pordiaM of wagona and tagrtea 
not bearing tbe label of the Car¬ 
riage and Wagim Workera’ Inter- 
mMouf UMoA. ' 

All these retolutioni were atlppt.- 
ed with but small disaentiog Vote, 
even in the face of the fact that 
most of the ddegatea who bad al¬ 
ready gone home were of the ma¬ 
jority favoring trades unioiL':—and 
many of tliose who voted no did so 
merely liecause they did not under¬ 
stand the nutter. There seems to 
be quite general regret that M. W. 
Tubb^ past secrettry, was sacri¬ 
ficed in carrying mu proviswsta of 
the harmony resotutiou. Btu. 
Tubbs and all Other officers exc^ 
the president stand com|)letely vin¬ 
dicated.

Ijiader.s 
of unions, heawys, are making the 
mistake at the pre.sent lime of at¬ 
tempting to force class legislation 
and "labor iiiUM lie educated into a 
broader view." Class legislation, of 
cotir.se. meana the attempt to gel 
legislation toiHniprovc the cpndi-j 
tion of the Witiiig masses and to^ 
raise their tfobenship. It is. of 
course, a terrlMk thing for labor to' 
want any laNw. Heretofore we 
liave had capUtaiist laivs passed bv 
capiulist towr makers elected by 
parties mainfohi^ by capiulist 
interests, and this'thing had become 
so comiiAin that when the ^ial- 
Dcmocrats first invaded the halls 
of legislation in this slate and the 
common council in this city there 
was a laugh from the other law¬ 
makers wbni our people used the 
term working.class. The idea of 
the workers, with their soiled work 
ckithes and ^imy hands having 
any standing in a'legislative body- 
seemed the height of ridiculousness. 
But we feel pretty sure that 
the regrets of the Fairbairns will 
avail nothing and tlut the effort to 
get labor Icgi.'-lation will keep 
on. and will achieve more and 
more success, in spite of manufactu¬ 
rers' lobbies and boodle money. 

Afd. Mebns has introduced a 
rather extraordinary resolution in 
the city coundl.
